in a spirit of ridicule. 
It is taken from Eticnnc dc 


Silhouette, who was a French Cabinet Minister in the 
year 1759, when the treasury of France was lery low 
because of costly wars with Britain ami Prussia and 
by the extravagances of the government. When Eticnnc 
<Je Silhouette became minister of finance, lie set abo::t 
making great reforms in Ihr public expenditures.

finally anything tl.at was cheap and poor was referred 
to as a la Siihoxctlf.

>ut they have fully in mind as well the money value of al- 
nost every bird, particularly of the smaller species to 
;hc country. They are more and more awakening the 
nihlic to appreciation of this feature and with that and 
he new formulated purpose of going to congress for aid, 
.vhich they undoubtedly should have, their work will bc- 
•omc in the highest degree efficacious.
